The plans for a better system of g 
national control of railroads are a s ;- , 
varied as were the plans for banking g 
and currency reform when c o n g r e s s 
received a mandate from the people * 
to provide insurance against financial 
panics. 
The public now demands in- 
surance against a breakdown of rad 
road transportation, and the new Con­ 
gress is undertaking this work as sec­ 
ondary only to insurance against in­ 
ternational warfare. Congress solved 
the hanking problem seven years ago 
as a non-partisan issue, in which ai! 
the people had a common interest, and 
Congress evidently 
Is tackling the 
railroad problem with the same spirit. 
While 
the many plans that have . x 
been proposed differ In the methods O 
to he adopted in reaching the desired S 
goal, it has been pointed out by Sen*- | O 
tor Cummins of Iowa, that iii these

mon—so much so that he is confident Q 
that Congress will have little difficulty ,% 
in framing a bMl that will meet witn Q 
popular approval, and that will take A 
the railroad question out of politic" 
for many years to come. 
Many Plans with One Aim. 
The Iowa Senator has a command­ 
ing position in this Congress because he £ 
is the ranking member of the Interstate v 
Commerce Committee of the United jX 
States Senate, and It is to this corn- 
mittee that the new railroad bill will X 
take final form. In an address before 
a national meeting of business men jX 
at St. Louis Senator Cummins stated O 
that since the close of the war, fully A 
thirty complete plans for new railroad jV 
legislation had been submitted to him 
by business men, economists, bankers, y 
railroad officials and owners, Govern- JJ 
ment officials, railroad workers and £ 
just plain citizens. 
The basic principles upon which all 
of these plans, with one exception, 1 
agree are as follows: 
1. Private operation is more effi­ 
cient and more economical than 
Government 
operation, 
and 
the 
public interest will therefore be 
served by a return of the roads to 
private management. 
2. To 
make certain 
that 
new 
capital will be attracted to the 
expansion 
of 
railroad 
facilities, 
there ought to be greater certain­ 
ty that a fair return will be earn­ 
ed on the investment. 
3. The 
merging 
of 
weak 
and 
strong roads into large competing 
systems should be encouraged. 
The making of a formula to pro­ 
vide a fair return on railroad capital 
seems likely to be the phase of the 
problem most thoroughly debated in 
Congress. 
The Director General has 
been 
urging 
that 
the 
Government 
ought to guarantee a certain return 
and share In any excess earnings. 
Leading hankers, especially some of 
the international 
bankers 
In 
Wall 
street, who have In the past marketed 
many hundreds of millions of railroad 
securities, also look .'avorably on the 
suggestion of a Government guaran­ 
tee, which will make It easier to sell 
new securities, and will also stabilize 
the market for the old bonds and 
stocks. 


Government Guarantee 
Opposed. 
But the proposal ihat the Govern­ 
ment shall guarantee the Interest and 
dividends on private capita) invested 
In railroads will undoubtedly meet 
with very vigorous opposition In many 
quarters. 
Even railroad executives, 
who might be supposed to lake kindly 
to the Idea of a Government guarantee 
against failure, have frankly stated 
that they do not want It, because they 
believe it Is un-America ll In principle, 
would tend to lessen efficiency, and 
would Involve the roads it* a Govern­ 
ment partnership that would inevita­ 
bly lead to Government ownership.
